Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



NGO Law : This law will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental Organizations operating 
within Iraq. It received its first reading in the Council of Representatives on April 20, 2009. 



National Elections Law : A draft of a proposed national elections law is in committee but has not been finalized 
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POLITICAL - Refugee Update 





There are 295,304 Iraqi refugees currently registered with UNHCR in neighboring countries. 
There are likely significant numbers of unregistered refugees as well. UNHCR reports that 
1.5 million Iraqis displaced by sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing of 
February 2006 remain internally displaced in Iraq. 



■ In FY09, the State Department's Bureau of Population, Refugees and Migration contributed 
$ 303.4 million to international organizations and nongovernmental organizations to assist 
displaced Iraqis inside the country and in the region. 



■ The U.S. admitted 18,838 Iraqi refugees in FY09. 



■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 35,162 Iraqi refugees have been admitted for U.S. 
resettlement. 

■ As of June 2009, a total of 770 Special Immigrant Visa (SIVs) have been issued for Iraqi 
translators and interpreters since FY08 (under the Section 1059 program). 

■ As of June 2009, a total of 2,081 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by or on behalf 
of the U.S. government since FY08 (under the Section 1244 program). 

■ Secretary of State Hillary Clinton announced July 24 that the United States was contributing 
more than $100 million in new assistance to support the return and reintegration of 
displaced Iraqis.

UN Envoy Visits Baghdad: 

On Monday, November 2, Iraqi Prime Minister Nuri al-Maliki met with UN Assistant 
Secretary General Oscar Fernandez-Taranco, who was in Baghdad at the request of the 
Government of Iraq to discuss foreign involvement in recent attacks. According to the 
Prime Minister's office, Maliki urged the UN to take action saying that "it is time for 



the UN to act to stop the bloodshed. 



Turkish Foreign Minister Visits Basrah, Erbil, and Mosul: 

Starting on Friday, October 30, Turkish Foreign Minister Ahmet Davutoglu visited 
Iraq, making stops in Basrah, Erbil, and Mosul. He became the first Turkish Minister 
to visit the Kurdistan Regional Government (KRG) in Iraq and he also met with KRG 
President Massoud Barzani. While in Basrah, Davutoglu presided over the opening of 
a new Turkish consulate.

BP and CNPC Sign Final Agreement for Rumaila Field: 

The Government of Iraq, British oil company BP and its partner China National 
Petroleum Corporation signed a final deal on November 3 to develop the Rumaila 
field, Iraq's largest producing field. The 20-year service contract was the only contract 
awarded at Iraq's first oil and gas bid round in June 2009. BP holds a 38% stake in the 
venture and CNPC has 37% and Iraq's South Oil Company has the remaining 25%. 

Agreement Signed with Eni-led Consortium for Zubair Oilfield: 

Iraq's Ministry of Oil signed an agreement on November 2, 2009, with a consortium 
led by Italian oil company Eni to develop the Zubair oilfield. The consortium, which 
also included energy partners Occidental Petroleum Corp. and South Korea's KOGAS, 
is expected to invest $ 1 0 billion in the field as they work to increase the field's 
production from 195,000 bpd to 1.125 million bpd over the course of seven years. 
Now the contract must be approved by the Council of Ministers before this deal can 
become official.

Deal Signed with Toyota Tsusho to Purchase Power Transformers: 

• Iraq signed a $13.6 million deal with Japan's Toyota Tsusho to purchase eight power 
transformers and six auxiliary units. Ministry of Electricity spokesperson Ibrahim 
Zaidan confirmed the deal but did not give extensive details. 

Aeroports de Paris Wins Contract to Build New International Airport: 

• French airport operator Aeroports de Paris won a contract to develop plans for a new 
international airport in Iraq. According to Minister of Transportation Amer Abdul- 
Jabbar, the contract is valued at around $42.5 million and would be built between the 
cities of Karbala, Najaf and Hillah. Abdul- Jabbar said the goal was to have the new 
airport operational within the next three to five years and have an initial capacity of 
five million passengers per year, eventually reaching 35 million per year.
